Albany, N. Y. — The governors' conference here this week has brought 


together some capable fresh figures, several of whom may play promt 
nent roles on the national stage in future years. If the states arc labora- 
tories of governmental experience, the state governorships also serve as 
minor league training posts for men headed for national public service. 


Republicans have not done so well with certain 


governors they elected last November, notably James 
of Pennsylvania and Hell of Wisconsin. After the un- 
fortunate Earle regime in Pennsylvania, almost any 
governor would be an improvement. But James has 
been a thorough disappointment. In Wisconsin, the 
new Republican governor, Julius Hcil, has succeeded 
chiefly in convincing the state what a good governor 
Phil La Follette really was. 


But the Republicans have new governors of whom 


they can well be proud. Harold Stassen of Minnesota, 
too young to be eligible for the presidential ticket 
next year, has impressed fellow governors at this con- 
ference, as he has impressed his own state, with his 
intelligence and his ability to combine progressive 
outlook and common sense. In a state torn by labor 


Raymond Clapper battles, with extreme feeling on both sides, he has 
put through mediation legislation which is modeled somewhat after the 
federal railroad mediation act in principle. He steered a ms. derate course 
between the extremes of the radical laborites and the Reputlican tories 
who, if they had their way, would go back to blacklisting and yellow- 
dog contracts. . 


Stassen, in explaining his legisla- 


tion to the governors' conference, 
pointed out that its principle is 
conciliation through the good offic- 
es of the state. He appointed as state 
conciliator the head of the interna- 
tional typographical union in St. 
Paul. As assistant, a man was chos- 
en from the management side. In 
two months' trial, 2 disputes have 
been presented to the conciliator. 
Only three of these resulted in 
strikes and one in a lockout Fifty- 
three were settled around the con- 
ference table without loss of a sin- 
gle hour of working time. A few 
were disposed of by arbitration and 
25 are still in the conciliation stage.

Advocates of Anonymous 


Measure Fail to Show 


Up at Hearing 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison — Anonymous introduc- 


tion o'f bills having far-reaching ef- 
fects today had aroused the anger 
of some members'of the Wisconsin 
senate after a hearing by the sen- 
ate committee on state and local 
government turned out scores of 
opponents, but not a single advo- 
cate — not even ihe author — of a 
bill which -would nave important 


potential effects on power and other 
industrial interests in many sec- 
tions of the state, Including the 
Fox river valley. 


The bill scheduled for hearing 


would enable the conservation com- 
mission to hold hearings to deter- 
mine if navigable waters in Wis- 
consin 
constitute fishing waters, 


and if so determined, that the var- 
iation between high and low levels 
be limited to one and one half 
feet. 


It was pointed out that such an 


enactment would have a detcrious 
effect 
on lumber, electric, and 


manufacturing interests throughout 
Wisconsin, 
particularly 
in 
the 


northern counties where reservoirs 
and dams have been constructed on 
lakes and rivers. 


As one opponent pointed out, "the 


only water that I know of that 
hasn't gof. some fish is the Dead 
Sea." 


Senator Bernard Gcttclman of 


Milwaukee, chairman of tht eon* 
rnlttee, expressed curiosity about 
the source of the bill, when no oe« 
answered his repeated announce- 
ment that proponents of-the meas- 
ure would be given a hearing. 


Then he summoned Chairman 


Otto Mueller of the Joint finance 
committee, which introduced the 
bill by "request." Mueller said 
that he did not know the author, 
was against the bill, and that a 
rule ought to be made assuring that 
the paternity of all proposed legis- 
lation be a matter of record. 


Gettelm&n then announced that 


there would be no hearing and 
that the committee recommend the 
bill for killing. That seemed to 
suit the roomful of persons who 
had appeared to protest against its 
passage.

THE HATCH BELL THAT WON'T 


HATCH 


On the 13th of last April the senate 


of the United States passed a measure 
knoxvn as the Hatch bill. It secured the 
rare indorsement of a unanimous vote. 


But ever since it has been bottled up, 


and in a brown bottle, by the House com- 
mittee which but recently reported it out 
with an amendment. 


The Hatch bill is an effort to fight for 


decent elections. To disarm the Plunder 
Bund known as the Roosevelt administra- 
tion it specifically provides (1) that no ad- 
ministrative employe may interfere in an 
election, (2) that no promise of jobs or 
compensation may be made for political 
activity, (3) that to promise work relief 
or to threaten its removal to any person 
for support or opposition in an election 
shall be punished, (4) prohibits the solici- 
tation of political contributions from relief 
workers, (5) prohibits the disclosure of 
relief worker lists to parties, candidates 
or campaign managers, (6) prohibits the 
use of relief funds to influence voters, 
and (7) prohibits the use of federal office 
iolders of an official position or authority 
to influence the result of an election, 
excepting the voting 
authority of con- 


gressmen, etc. 


With appropriate language the Hatch 


act attempted to make criminal and there- 
fore abolish the practices that have grown 
up for the benefit of Messrs. Barclay, 
Hopkins, Leche, Earle and others. 


But since the bill passed the senate 


important personages in the administra- 
tion have put upon it the cold hand of 
delay. Not so fast, they say, with all this 
purity stuff. 
Practical politics is still 


practical politics. If it cost the people 50 
million dollars of appropriations to Ken- 
tucky to return Barclay by a narrow mar- 
gin it is evident that even greater sums 
than ever will be needed for 1940. This 
isn't because those whose votes are pur- 
chasable are craftily raising the ante. A 
very natural process is developing, a 
process that has been known for ages to 
those who do not turn their backs upon 
it 
Those who gain an advantage from 


the improper or corrupt use of money 
have their appetites sharpened and their 
demands simply must increase. 


We expect that if the people watch 


closely enough they will learn that the 
Hatch bill was fatally stabbed some dark 
night in one of those underground pas- 
sages beneath the capitol.

Turning to front page nc\Vs of 20 years 


ago tliis week we find the reason for the 
present unrest in the world. 


The streamline of June 29, 1919 said 


our "Blockade of Germany to continue un- 
til the Teutons ratify the trea'y." Fine 
treaty, that was arranged at a confer- 
ence from which the Germans were ex- 
cluded. Chivalrous and gallant, weren't 
we, toward a fallen foe that had spent two 
million lives on the battlefield with a 
courage and abandon seldom if ever sur- 
passed by any people. 


And there was another headline on 


the front page like this: "Vengeance for 
1919 
disgrace is the cry in Berlin." Al- 


ready the Hitlerites were hatching. 
Our 


peace makers didn't seem to understand 
but what you could cheat and falsify to 
a foe and still make him love you. 
The 


Treaty of Versailles was not only a crime 
against America's word of honor and its 
conscience but it was a deadly flame that 
fanned embers of hatred so deep and so 
terrible that they have brought us now 
not only to the brink of another world 
conflagration but, judged from the news 
on many borders, the initial firing has 
staitcd. 


But there is still another item from the 


first page of 20 years ago. It tells how 
the peace envoys of the victorious nations 
met in "historic ceremony" in the very 
hall "in which Bismarck imposed his will 
on France 48 years ago." • 


We might add to that story. For 56 


years before Bismarck's day Germany with 
England crushed Napoleon. Ten years be- 
fore that date Napoleon's victorious armies 
led both Austria and Prussia around by 
the nose and imposed such terms of peace 
as pleased the similing victors. 


And we could go back, back, back 


through centuries upon centuries of his- 
tory. Now it is France that is winner. 
Now it is Prussia. Now it is some combina- 
ation involving England or Italy or Russia. 


But always and forever it is just an- 


other treaty of Versailles.

strips the conquered of what little is left.

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State Governments Grow More 


Irresponsible Year by Year 


BY WESTBROOK FEGLER 


New York—The very fact that Americans do not loyally regard them- 


selves as citizens oi the state In which they live, but rather as American 
citizens, has made for slackness in stale government and in -many cases 
has converted stale citizenship into a tax-dodging device. 


New York, which has a pcrsonal'lncomc tax law, is bounded in part 


by three states which have no such tax—New Jersey, 
Connecticut and Pennsylvania. To these three and to 
Florida many New Yorkers have fled to establish le- 
gal residence and escape all or part of the tax, which 
began modestly but has increased steadily and last 
year raised $123,472,000. 


In the last decade the existence of the income tax 


and the lack of one in Connecticut have seriously 
impaired the salability of New York real estate in 
areas near the Connecticut line, and even higher Jer- 
sey, under Frank Hague, is endurable, if not attrac- 
tive, to individuals who earn salaries in New York 
but, as non-residents, need not schedule other income. 


Residence in these tax-free neighbor states may be 


entirely technical and even fictitious. It is advisable 
I'cglcr 


to lease a house or apartment and vote in the place of refuge, and some 
if the refugees make a point of holding motor licenses in Jersey, Con- 


pJecticut or Pennsylvinia for the sake of appearances. But in some brack- 


ets of the New York income tax the saving is sufficient to pay the ex- 
pense of the hideout or in a few"years even to cover the outright pur- 
chase of a country dwelling. 


Under Mr. Hague the government 


of New Jersey is about- as bad in 
certain .respects as any that this 
country now has to offer in the way 
of honorable examples, but the 
threat of an income tax is a pow- 
erful bat in the dictator's hands, 
and he had only to wave it once 
during the recent campaign for 
pari-muluel belting to subdue mor- 
al '•ualms in his numerous refugee 
population.

Other stages have entered into an

his afflicted wife and then had the 
law repealed. That, however, was 
just a novelly. It didn't affect Flor- 
ida's relations with olhcr states or 
vice versa, but it did show the de- 
pravity that can be expected of 
state governments because people 
regard them as unimportant un- 
its of government and "pay them lit-. 
tic respect and no loyalty. 
People Have to Repose 
Authority Somewhere 


State governors and governments 


elected at the rale of, say. 25 ev- 
ery two years cannot be high-grade 
on the- average. The politicians arc 
almost all professional meal ticket 
operators, and the governments ex- 
ist as much to support the machines 
as to perform the motions of gov- 
orning. There just isn't enough 
character and ability on the loose 
to provide 48 good governors every 
two or four years, or even half that 
number. 


So state citizenship, which may 


be changed as easily as a man may 
change wives and at much less ex- 
pense, means nothing but pecuniary 
advantage at best, and certainly this 
is not a matter of patriotism or 
loyalty except in rare individuals, 
notably 
fox-hunting Virginians. 


They think they are something spe- 
cial, and indeed, in some ways they 
arc. 


A strong central government need 


not be a dictatorship. It could be, 
but, after all, the people have to re- 
pose authority and responsibility

Declar- 
er could not refuse to ruff this 
trick, unless he were willing to 
concede defeat on the spot, hence 
ruffed with his last trump and now 
found himself still in his own hand. 
There was only one ray of hope 
and that was that the diamond 
king would drop. The play of the 
ace, 
however, failed to produce 


anything more interesting than low 
cards from the opponents, and now 
declarer's own hand was dead as 
a door nail. The opponents finally 
came out, not only with a diamond 
trick, but with a club trick as well, 
since dummy's five of clubs could 
not be salvaged. 


This time Mr. East was highly 


mortified. 
"Sorry, 
partner," he 


managed to say. "I might have held 
it to one down by conceding the 
queen of diamonds before leading 
the ace." 


"Yes, and you might have made 


the contract by playing the ace of 
clubs at the first trick and fines- 
sing against the diamond king!" 
was his partner's exasperated com- 
ment. 


Obviously, the lady was correct. 


East had thrown away, his redou- 
bled contract at the very first trick. 
It was vital to finesse against the 
diamond king and, although on the 
surface dummy appeared to have 
plenty of entries in the spade suit 
itself, these would not materialize 
if North played properly. Note that 
it would have done declarer no 
good to win with the club king and 
lead a low spade to the ten spot. 
North would win and, as before, 
return two rounds of hearts. After 
ruffing, declarer could do one of 
two things. He could lead the spade 
jack, in which case North would 
hold off, or he could lead another 
spade to the queen. If he chose the 
latter course, North would win and 
again lead a heart and declarer 
/would be back in his own hand. 


Obviously, declarer would have 


been much better off if fate had 
dealt him the singleton deuce of 
clubs instead of the singleton king. 
For all practical purposes they 
were equal, but the king was a lure 
that declarer could not resist. Had 
he taken the proper view of mat- 
ters and put up dummy's club ace 
at the first trick, then taken the 
diamond 
finesse, . t h e 
contract 


would have become a laydown. As 
it was, he merely exposed himself 
to some high class feminine gloat- 
ing.

Peonies have often been called 


flowers of 
extreme temperament 


and it has been said by unsuccess- 
ful gardeners that they cannot be 
counted on 
for regular 
annual 


blooming. This is a mistaken idea 
since peonies bloom regularly when 
provided with proper care. 


The reason for their failure can 


be summed up under 
about ten 


classifications: (1) Too deep plant- 
ing—peonies should be set so that 
the top eye on the root is not more 
than three inches under the sur- 
face. (2) Removing the mulch too 
early in the spring damages the 
shoots. (3) Peonies cannot be ex- 


pected to bloom unless planted in 
sunshine. 
(4) Too much nitrogen 


in the 
fertilizer produces 
leaf 


growth but no blooms—use bone 
meals. (5) Diseased roots and im- 
proper soil— plant good roots only 
in disease-free soil. 
(6) Root di- 


visions jtoo small-good roots show 
three to five eyes. (7) Lack of prop- 
er fertility-soil must contain plant 
food. (8) 
Excessive 
number of 


shoots — prune out undesirable 
growths. (9) Not enough moisture— 
plants must be watered to 
make 


plant food available. (10). Too keen 
competition with other plants—al- 
low plenty of open space around 
all peonies. 


Sending Child Away to School 


lias Benefits, Disadvantages

A mother asks if I will discuss some of the advantages and disadvan- 


tages of sending children away from home to school. Well, considering 
that in virtually every community there are Institutions of learning ful'.y 
equipped to oiler adolescent girls and boys more education than they 


will take, I think the principal advantages in 
sending children oft* to school Is that it 
makes for peace and quiet In the home, and 
gives their poor, nerve-racked parents a 
chance to recover from the strain that con- 
stant living with Mamie and Junior put up- 
on them.

Also, it gives the children the opportunity 


to get a perspective on their parents and see 
in them something besides 
spoil-sports 


whose sole vocabulary consists of the words 
"don't." Thus It bridges over those perilous 
years in which Mamie and Junior consider 
themselves the oldest, wisest and most so- 
phisticated people in the world, while moth- 
and father still regard them as babes in 
rompers, and so eliminates the inevitable 


friction that these two opposite points of view bring about. 


In every household where there *re half-frown children there is » per- 


petual wrangle over the amount of personal liberty, the spending money, 
the kind of clothes that the young- 
sters can have. Junior thinks it is 
nothing- short of grinding tyranny 
that a man of 15 should not hare 
his own latch-key and come and go 
as he likes and bf permitted to use 
the family car every night taking 
his girl friend out. Mamie thinks 
Mother an old mcanic if she won't 
buy her a black velvet evening 
dress and let her step out to dances 
three or four times a week and 
come in at about the time that the 
milkman docs. 


So there is continual strife be- 


tween the parents who try to con- 
trol their children and their sons 
and daughters that often results in 
the tragedy of runaway girls and 
boys who elope with good-looking 
strangers. The best remedy for this 
situation is sending Mamie a n d 
Junior, when it is possible, off to 
some strict school where there are 
no parties and dates except on the 
week-ends, and where they are un- 
der mass control which they do not 
resent as they do individual paren- 
tal bossing. 


Also, this separation is good for 


the parents who gradually pet ac- 
customed to the idea that Mamie 
and Junior arc no longer infants 
in anus, but capable young people 
who have learned to stand on their 
own feet and have a right not to 
eat spinach if they don't like it. 


Probably there is no less painful 


a way of cutting the apron strings 
.ban by sending children a w a y 
from home to school. There is no 
doubt that in the great majority 
of cases it is a fine thing for the 
youngsters because it teaches them 
self-control and how to look out 
for themselves. That is about the 
most valuable lesson that any of 
us can learn. 


But while it is desirable to send 


children away from home to school 
if parents can afford it. 
it is a 


tragic thing for them to do so 
when the price of the college edu- 
cation of some unintcllcctual girl 
or boy is the impoverishment of 
.he whole family. 


Yet we see this piteous thing 


lappen daily. Mamie and Junior 


want to go to college, not because 
they have any craving for an edu- 
cation, but because all of the other 
boys and girls are doing it and 
they think it is the smart thing to 
do. Or perhaps Father and Mother 
themselves blindly bow down be- 
fore the college fetish and force 
their unliterary children to go, al- 
though it means that in order to 
pay the bills they must cut down 
on the food, the light and the heat, j 
sell the car, discharge the servant, 
and Mother and Father must wear 
their old clothes to tatters. 


DANCE FROCK 


Often, indeed, parents sacrifice 


their lives to send the children to 
college, because they do without 
the operation or the medical atten- 
tion that would have saved them 
to pay for Junior's fraternity dues 
and Mamie's sport clothes. They 
do this not for children who arc 
geninscs, or who are students who 
have a thirst for knowledge, but 
for boys and girls who will never 
drink of the fountain of know- 
ledge, no matter how often they 
are led to it. 


The moral of all of which is; 


Consider your pocketbook a n d 
your children's mental ability be- 
fore you decide whether to send 
them away from home to school. 
Not all education comes put up in 
school books, and there are many 
children who have the kind of in- 
telligence that makes for success 
in the world who arc not college 
material.

Weaning time is hard on pigs, 


and the shock will be less if 'during 
the suckling period they have been 
accustomed to eating grain and 
turned out to clcao pasture when 
a few weeks of age. according to J. 
F. 
Magnus, county 
agricultural 


agent. 


To further case the shock oi 


weaning, the ration of pigs should 
include two things, lush green pas- 
ture and on animal protein like 
skim milk or tankage. Both pasture 
and animal protein 
are more im- 


portant while the pigs are young 
lan when they are ncaring market 
' weight. 


Some of the best pastures arc al- 


falfa, red clover, and Dwarf Essex 
rape. But most any pasture is satis- 
factory while it is green and succu- 
lent, Magnus states. 


The more rapid their gains and 


the sooner the pigs are ready for 
market, the more profitable they 
are. For this reason it may be ad- 
visable to full-feed or self-feed the 
pigs right from the start on home 
grown grain. Tins may be cither 
corn or barley, or the mixture of 
either of these 2-3 part, and oats 
or rye 1-3 part. All small 
grains 


need to be ground for pigs, and if a 
mixture, including corn, is to be 
fed, the mixed grains need to be 
ground. 


But pasture alone will not prop- 


erly balance such feed, so there is 
need for giving the pigs at least J 
gallon skim 
milk 
or buttermilk

TURTLES 


A frog has teeth only In its upper 


jaw. but a turtle doesn't have any 
teeth at all! There is, however, a 
sharp, horny growth about the 
mouth of. a turtle, and it takes the 
place of teeth. In a large snapping 
turtle,' the horny substance is so 
sharp and strong that it may do 
great damage to a man—it might 
be used to bite off one of his lin- 
gers.

Mud turtles, on the other hand, 


are not looked upon as dangerous, 
if they are captured and teased, 
they may try to bite, but their 
mouths are small, and they could 
not do nearly so much damage as 
a snapper. 


Spending most of their lives in 


the water, mud turtles like the bot- 
toms of ponds and slow streams. 
They find their food- largely in and 
about the mud at the bottom. They 
eat angle worms, and will seize 
a tiny fish when possible. 
They 


also eat water insects. 


Fishermen do not like to have a 


mud turtle nibble at the bait. When 
a turtle takes the hook, it pulls 
hard enough and may make it seem 
as though a large fish has been 
caught We can hardly blame the 
fisherman for being cross when he 
finds it's only a little turtle! Often 
the turtle swallows the hook so 
far that the fisherman must cut 
his line, and lose the hook. 


A mud turtle is seldom more 


than five or six inches long. Its 
dark shell is a good match for the 
mud in which it spends so much 
time. 
The animal eats its food 


while under water. At the breed- 
ing season, the females go ashore 
to lay their eggs. 


Very different are the box tur- 


tles, also known as "box tortoises." 
They live on the land, chiefly, in 
the woods. They like pine forests, 
and sometimes are called "pine ter- 
ranins." 


The box turtle was so named be- 


cause it can close its shell, almost 
as we might close a box. The low- 
er half of the shell is hinged to- 
ward the ends. 
When the turtle 


feels itself in danger, it draws in 
its head, tail and legs, and pulls its 
shell together. Then there is no 
part of the body open to attack. 
Wild animals might like to eat.the 
body of this turtle, but they don't 
care to swallow the shell along 
with the body. 


The upper half of the shell of a 


box turtle is rounded, and in some 
cases is nearly dome-shaped. Usu- 
ally the shell is dark brown or 
black, with yellow markings. 


Box turtles grow to a length of 


six or eight inches. They feed on 
berries, insects and tender parts of 
plants. Sometimes they eat angle- 
worms. All turtles have a heavy, 
or fairly heavy, covering, but the 
box turtle can shut itself in more 
completely than any other member 
of the tribe.
